\ © Before afternoon. something dawned on Chief of Police Dipan.

a universally acceptable educational 
scheme. 

The majority of authorities favors 
a higher education for substatitially 
everyone, irrespective of the voca- 
tion to be pursued. A proportion, but 
hardly a majority, of business men, 
would not recommend a 


course for those who propose 


to follow business, and yet these same 
in 
their opinion that a classical education 
to 


men would be next-to-unanimous 
is advantageous, even essential, 
those who are to take up a profes- 
sion. But beth educational authorities 
and business men recommend unani- 
mously a technical school education 
for those who are to follow a me- 
chanical trade. 

After most careful investigations, 
and continuous consultation with ed- 
ucational men and others, and a close 
contact with conditions, I think I 
may-present the following opinion, 
which is not exclusively my own, but 
represents the composite ideas of men 
of marked experience. 


Shall the boy who intends to take up 
a& mechanical trade enter it direct 
from the common school, or shall he 
first pass through some high-grade 
technical school or institute of tech- 
nology? Uniess it is absolutely neces- 
sary for him to begin at an early age 
to earn his living, the technical school 
is to recommended emphatically. 
In these days of skilled labor. the or- 
dinary workman ‘has little chance of 
rising from the ranks, unless he pos- 
Sesses unusual genius or is remark- 
ably skillful. He may not hope to be 
more than an underforeman without 
a technical school training. The great 
institutes of technology and similar 
schools are turning out trained and 
competent men with almost incubator 
speed. These men enter the field thor- 
oughly equipped to assume responsibil- 
ity. Many of them, perhaps; do not 
possess more natural ability than that 
given to those who have never enjoyed 
a higher education, put this 
technical training which they have. re- 
ceived has developed them and made 
them able to do what they could not 
do as readily without it. Therefore. 
the manufacturer naturally and t- 
fully gives the school-trained man the 
preference. He is placed in the line 
of promotion, and the good places, the 
higher places, the places of resvonsi-

‘ize. The technical school teaches the 


great fundamental theory or princi- 
ple of mechanics. The shop or the 
factory cannot go beyond what ts 
made there. For instance, a young 
man proposes fo become an electrician. 
He enters an institute of technology. 
There for a while he studie- 


gefheral 
science, not that of electricity. He | 


begins to become a sciehtist in gen- 
eral, not a specific scientist. He he- 
comes familiar first with the principles 
of genera! science, and then with those 
of electricity. When he takes up his 
life's work, no matter if he be confined 
to one branch of electricity he is a 
rounded-out scientist and clectrician, 
familiar with general science, and es- 
pecially with the great science of elec- 
tricity. Therefore, he is in a position 
to rise, and to rise rapidly, provided 
he has the capacity and the ambition. 
On the other hand, the boy who en- 
ters the shop without a technical- 
school training comes in contact only 
with some branch or part of manu- 
facture. He is not an electrical sci- 
entist, but an electrical worker. Of 
course, In time he may absorb the 
entire science of electricity, but he 
cannot do so without the hardest 
overwork and in a depressive atmos- 
phere. Working experience in the shop 
and factory, essential though it be, 
cannot give the fundamental education 
which is presented by the higher in- 
stitute of learning. In the rhop one 
must do something which brings 
money, whether or not the doing of it 
adds to his store of knowledge. In the 
school the conditions are right for the 
absorption of information. Its-atmos- 
phere encourages study. There is no 
necessity of doing anything which will 
bring money only. All one has to do 
is to learn, and to take Hittle thought 
of financial return. . 


I run against the argu- 
ment that the three or four years 
spent at a technica! school are wasted 
because the graduate may begin his 
trade on the same round of the ladd 
as that occupied by the unschoole 


trained boy or man. Let us take two. 


boys for instance: One enters tue 
factory directly from the common 
school, without any technical train- 
ing whatever. The other spends four 
years At an institute of technology. It 
is possible that the school-trained 
young man will begin where his un- 
trained school friend started four years 
ago. But wait. In five or ten years. 
abilities: being equal, the technical 
school-trained man will outstrip the 
other. He will be behind him oniy 
at the start and from the start he 
will begin to approach ,.him and will 
pass him eventually. In these days 
of wonderful machinery most workmen 
are but parts of a machine, mechanical 
workers only, ard this condition maker 
a mechanical education next to essen- 
tial to success in any mechanical di- 
rection. 

The technical school can teach more 
ofthe great broad principles of me- 
chanics and of science in a day than 
the shop or factory can teach in a 
month. Economy then suggests a 
technical school course.
